Field for Life Assurance. 


It is no surprise that the altogether 
unusua! amount of life assurance 
sold on this continent in 1920 should 
not have been equalled in the last 
twelve months—the wonder is rather 
that the shrinkage in volume is only 
15 per cent, and in Great Britain 

Jabout 20 per cent. This is only an- 
other indication of the appeal life 
| assurance makes to the public 
funder any and all circumstances. It 
is one of the great silent stabilizing 
| factors in business and in the home. 
There has been in evidence in the 
United States some considerable 
jtime a tendency upon the part of 


bankers to ask for life assurance as) 


Nateral security in cases where the 
paracnel equation enters largely into 
the granting of credits. 

e desirability of such protec- 
ine fas of late been attracting the 
attention of Canadian bankers, and 
we look for an increasing deman 
from this source. The life of the 
borrower is of such importance to 
the lender that, in our opinion, this 
form of protection is as necessary as 
is the insurance upon his mer- 
chandise Greater co-operation be- 
tween the banks and insurance com- 
panies in this direction could not 
fail to be ef mutual advantage. It 
is understood that in future the 
amount of life assurance carried will 
be a feature of all credit reports 
issued by two of the leading credit 
agencies and will have its influence 
in determining the general financial 
status of the individual or corpora- 
tion under jreview. This growing 
realization of the value of life as- 
surance im business relations is 
greatly widening the field for the 
companies, and warrants our belief 
that there can be no serious reces- 
sion in their advance from year to 
year. 

There is also an increasing demand 
for assurances in large volume to 
provide immediate cash resources 
out of which estates may meet in- 
heritance taxes, which are now such 
a burdensome factor in all countries, 
This is a comparatively new avenue 
of development, but is full of pro- 
mise. 

Life assurance and what it accom- 
plishes appeals to the common sense 
of a people, but it is curious that, 
although ro persuasion is required to 
induce one while alive to provide the 
daily necessities for his family, much 
influence must be exerted before he 
Is prevailed upon to make certain 
similar provision when he has gone. 
Hence the need for well educated, 
well trained and well equipped sales- 
men who can command the respect 
and confidence of the public and who 
fan portray lucidly and accurately 
the salient features and advantages 
of the co-operation made possible 
through the life assurance company. 
Happily the standard of character 
and preparedness in company re- 
presentatives is rapidly rising and is 
influencing not only the volume but 
the selection of business with its 
effect upon the death rate. Ad- 
vancing years are bringing larger 
experience on which to base a fore- 
cast of life, and medical directors 
are consequently able to deal with a 
greater degree of confidence with 
individuals offering more than the 
usual hazard. We are gradually 
but constantly drawing nearer the 
great ideal—protection upon some 
basis for every man. Meanwhile,

| Government Supervision. 


We can be aided or hampered in 
our service to the public in the mea- 
sure in which the laws which govern 
our operations are reasonable and 
flexible or local and burdensome. 
The Federal Insurance Act of 1917, 
with its provisions for supervision, 
affords ample machinery for the com- 
panies and a splendid protection for 
the assured. This Act is administered 
with fine capacity, has attained the 
| result required of {t and has gained 
recognition as being most compre- 
hensive and effective i its scope. 
Each Province has also its own legis- 
jlation, and an effort is now being 
made at the suggestion of the Super- 
intendent for Ontario and in conjunc- 
tion with the revision of his Provin- 
cial Act, to secure the adoption by 
the various Provinces of uniform 
regulations. This will be desirable 
and helpful as tending to simplify 
and clarify the conditions under 
| which the companies operate, while 
|not lessening the thoroughness or 
value of the inspection and super- 
| vision to which they are now sub- 
jject. The rights and safety uf the 
| assured can be and are fully and ex- 
cellently conserved by one examina- 
| tion of the offices annually, and it ta 
| to be hoped that nothing will be done 
| by any Legislature without careful 
and thoughtful consideration to mul- 
lee this supervision, with a con- 


sequent heavy and avoidable ex- 
pense, which must be borne by the 
policyholder. It is worthy cf note 
|that no policyholder has ever lost 
one dollar by the failure of a Can- 
adian life assurance company. 


Institutional Advertising Continued. 


An interesting experiment, new to 
life essurance, but aiready success- 
ful in other businesses, was tried dur- 
ing the last few months, in the form 
of what has been termed “Institu- 
tional Advertising” or general pub- 
| Heity in the daily Press throughout 
the count.y. The expense was 
Shared by the companies upon an 
agreed basis and the result has been 
so favorable that it has bcen decided 
to continue the campaign, but on an 
enlarged scale, for the ensuing year. 
The undertaking is managed and the 
j}copy prepared by a representative 
|committee of the companies—men 
| who have a knowledgeable connec- 
| tion with the business they represent 
jand with the public they address. 
| This recognition of a common ground 
|and common alm must create a more 
| healthy atmosphere, in which the 
| prospec‘ive assurer will see more 
clearly the great institution of lfe 
assurance with all it conveys and in 
which the salesman will be free to 
| urge the service he offers rather than 
| the competitive qualities of individ-

An Edmonton winter would 
not be complete without a bons- 
piel. Jt is one of the long-stand- 
ing traditions of the place. Curl- 
ing has been a popular pastime in 
this community ever since there 
were enough permanent white 
residents to make up sufficient 
rinks for competition, Long be- 
fore Edmonton was a city, 
even a town, the famous Scottish 
game was in vogue here. Back in 
those early days the devotees re- 
sorted to the river, the covered 
rink being still a future develop- 
ment; and on oceasion they finish- 
ed off a hotly contested match by 
lantern light in the early morning 
when the mid-day sun made the 
iee too sticky. Necessarily com- 
petitions were limited to residents 
of the city-to-be, and to the set- 
tlers scattered through the ad- 
joining district when these came 
in for a game. The dozens of im- 
portant towns which now dot the 
radiating railway lines, each of 


which has its local club and sends | 


rinks to the annual ‘spiel, had not 
yet come into existence. As the 
trading post grew into a town 
and from a town to a city the 
loeal curlers grew in numbers and 
the contests in interest; while 
with the construction of railway 
lines and the up-building of other 
trading centres came increasing 
opportunities to test the local 
skill against outside rivals. Other 
games enjoy periods of popularity 
interspersed with seasons of com- 
parative ,inaction. Interest in 
curling thay have ebbed and flow- 
ed in Edmonton, but it seems to 
have been unusually continuous 
and always on the increase. With- 
in the last twenty years at least 
there has never been a season 
when the rinks were not resound- 
ing ‘with the crashing of rocks 
and the eall of the skips. Men 
graduate early from other sports; 
after thirty not many play hockey, 
or amateur baseball or football. 
But there is no age limit in ecurl- 
ing. So long as one keeps physi- 
cal fitness he is eligible, and can 
find competitors suited to his 
years. In fact years do not count 
against the curler as they do 
against the player in other ath- 
letic games. Given strength to 
send down the stones, the experi- 
ence gained more than  out- 
matches the loss of youthful vigor, 
and instead of youth crowding the 
elders off the ice the younger have 
to learn from the older. It is 
thus a game that holds its old ad- 
lierents while it makes new
